TELEPHONE RATE ORDINANCE 


IS REFERRED TO COMMITTEE 


Council As Committee of Whole Will Consider New 
, 
Measure Which Provides For further Price In- 
creases As Number of Phones Increase Above 
8000. 


The new telephone rate ordinance, 


embodying several'features not con- 
tained in any previous 
ordinance 


here, was 
introduced in the city 


council last night for consideration 
of the council. The ordinance v..$ 
held, up after one reading, being re- 
terred to the city council as a com- 
mittfo for discussion before action 
Is taken at the next meeting pJ tho 
council, December IS.On motion of 
Councilman Faust the meeting date 
for consideration of the 
ordinance 


•was set for 
Wednesday 
evening, 
December 13 at 7:30 in Clerk Hess's 
office. 


The ordinance as proposed amends 
certain sections of th« present tele- 
phone rate ordinance,, fixing rates 
as follows. Business phone $6; party 
business lines $4; residence phones 
$2.75; pa-ty residence phonts $1.75. 
' 'he ordinance proposes an increase- 
scale of rates after the local sys- 
' reaches 8,000 subscribers. The 
business 
rates . remain the same 


while the residence rates are each 
increased 25 cents. When 
10,000 
phone users are taking service from 
the company' 35 cents is added to 
the business rates and 15 cents to 
the residence rates, and tnis increase 
is provided for each 1000 subscribers 
over 10,000. 


A proviso is included which makes 
the present rates effective for three 
years after which time' another 
schedule is made by a board of ar- 
bitration. The 
board will contain 
one member representing the tele- 
phone company, one the city and one 
selected by t'ne first 
two. These 
three members are to set the rates 
-for another .three year period, a 
seven per cent income above opera- 
ting expenses to be the maximum on 
the tax valuation of the company 
property which is to be received by 
the company. 
Duringvthe existence of the con- 
tract betwfegn the city and the. tele- 
phone company the books of the 
company are to be open at all times 
lo the city auditor or his representa- 
tive and the company 
agrees to 


spend $125,000 the first year and 
$75,000 the second year of the new 
contract for special 
replacement 
equipment. 
' 


Attorney Roderick Jones, Secre- 


tary W. I. Lewis of the Chamber of 
Commerce, J. H. Sharritt of the la- 
bor organizations and Harry Miller 
of the C. W. Miller company each 
addressed the city council in caucus 
preceding the regular meeting. An 
'nour 'was consumed in caucus and 
the regular meeting did not start 
till .8:30 o'clock. 


Attorney Jones spoke to the coun- 


cilmen concerning the legal aspects 
of the situation; J. H. 
Sharritt 


brought to council the viewpoint of 
the clubs and labor 
organizations; 
Harry Miller spoke from the stand- 
point that the council should not 
let a*local business, owned by New- 
ark people, go under; and W. I. 
Lewis gave a comparison of the'tele- 
phone rates in Newark with rates in 
existence in other Ohio cities of ap- 
proximately the same size. 


Ordinances determining to pro- 


ceed with the improvement of Wil 
son street, between Fifth, and Sixth 
streets by sewering, and repaving, 
were passed on suspension of rules 
by council. 


An ordinance regulating the erec- 
tion of slaughterhouses in the city 
limits was up for second reading. 
City Engineer Wells was author- 


ized by resolution to prepare plans 
for sewers in the recently annexed 
addition on the east. 
A resolution declaring it necessary 
to 
improve 
Tenth 
street, 
near 
Shields by the construction o.f a 
storm 
and 
sanitary 
sewer, 
was 


adopted on suspension of rules. Es- 
timates of the cost of the improve- 
ments were filed by City Engineer 
Wells. The cost of the sanitary 
sewer is $1,975 and the storm sewer 
$1,396 the rate per front foot being 
$.8879. 
The Old Graveyard property at 


Sixth and West Main streets was 
dedicated as a Memorial Park in 
honor of the soldiers, sailors and 
marines who lost their lives in the 
World war, council talcing 
action 
through 
a resolution which was 
passed unanimously. The property 
is dedicated with the understanding 
that the Ameriian Legion and the 
Legion Auxiliary decorate and im- 
prove the property.

if not all of their investment in the telephone company. Sale of the plant 
nullifies the existing franchise in the judgment of competent lawyers, so 
that the purchasers of the property would be in position to demand a living 
rate or to refuse to continue telephone service.

Safes, Locks, Fireproof- 
ing and Other Things Are 
Given Rough Treatment 


.Chicago. Dec. G.—(By The A. P.)— 


An iron telephone pole swinging from 
the roof like a giant pendulum nit a 
stationary automobile bumper and 
bent it badly. Then a derrick lifted a 
red hot steel safe high above a third 
floor roof and dropped it on a pile 
of brick bats far b'elow. 


The clay's work had begun at the 
Underwriter's Laboratories, Inc., a 
topsy-turvy land wilder than any- 
thing 
Alice in 
Wonderland ever 
dreamed of—a place where experts 
burn and smash and break the crea- 
tions of other experts, all to make 
life and property safer. 


The glowing safe, fresh from a 


furnace with a temperature of 1700 
degrees, failed to break under the 
strain of the long drop, so scurrying 
workmen bundled it back into the 
oven for another hour's cooking. If 
it survives that they will chisel, 
burn and smash their way into its 
compartments, and if the books and 
papers there are found in good con- 
dition the manufacturer may attach 
an 
"Underwriter's 
Laboratories, 
Inc., label to his product. 
Upstairs a little automatic ma- 
chine is sticking keys in automobile 
locks—three locks at a time—unlock- 
ing them, locking them again and 
then withdrawing the keys. 
An 
automatitc counter records its oper- 
ation. The locks must stand the 
strain of 50,000 similar operations. 
In the heat testing rooms flames 
are seeping through the cracks of a 
wood lined, metal covered fire door, 
built into the brick front of a fur- 
nace. 
Nearby an attendant with 
electric recording devices is study- 
ing what is happening in the 1600 
degree inferno behind the red hot 
door. Suddenly the entire furnace 
front, door and all, rolls axvay on 
an overhead track, and a workman 
plays a 2 inch fire hose over the 
glowing door. The color dies away. 
Inside the metal covering is a mass 
of charcoal, but the steel plates have 
withstood an hour's baking without 
letting sufficient fire through to ig- 
nite anything beyond the door. 
Nearby a cement covered steel pil- 
lar, such as is used in modern build- 
ings, is being installed in a tall fur- 
nace by brickmasons. Its base rests 
on solid concrete. 
High above a 
gigantic 
hydraulic 
press 
clamps 
down, applying an enormous pres- 
sure. The furnace front is sealed 
the gas turned on, the heat gradually 
rising, until, at the end of eight 
hours, it -will reach 2300 degrees. If 
the pillar still stands the hydraulic 
press, with a maximum power of 
454,000 pounds to the square inch, 
will be, turned loose to crush it. 
Fram the tangled debris esperts 


will construct the theories on which 
fireproof pillars are to be built. 
Topsy-turvy land is working at full 
blast. In the roof- testing room the 
testers have completed a miniature 
roof of patent composition shingles. 
A gas flame at the end of a long 
•wind tunnel sweeps up over the eaves 
and plays along the .roof surface. 
Asphalt in4 the roofing catches fire, 
fut when the 'blast is shut of fthe 
flames die out 
The roof has passed 
the test and would resist the usual 
flying brands from other burning 
buildings. 
As the burning roof dies out a 


•workman pours five gallons of gaso- 
line into a nearby tank and lights 
it. 
Up above an automatic valve j 
opens and fills the tank with a foamy 
chemical, smothering the fire. 


A party of visitors is coming down 
the hall. An engineer builds a small 
fire on the tile floor. 
The flames \ 
crackles for a minute or two. Then 
an automatic fire door, which func- 
tions if the.temperature changes ten 
degrees in two minutes, closes, an 
automatic sprinkler head blows off 
and the fire is out.
